To the Citizens of Vermont: 

Tis an obfervation ot a very 

celebrated writer, that “ taxes 
| were very long in, ule before it 
was difeovered that they could be 
made ſubſervient to any other pur- 
pales befide that of fupporting 
government.“ „Late improve- 
ments (ſays he) in commercial po- 
litics, have untolded an import- 
ant doctrine, that taxes are del- 
dom iaditferent to the public 
good, that frequently they are 
more oppreſſive to the people than 
beneficial to the fovereign, and on 
the other hand, that they may be 
fo contrived as to rival bounties 
jn promoting indultry, manutac- 
tures, and commerce.” The 
wildom to do this was certainly 
never more needed than at pre- 
{fent in che State of Vermont: 

An inland conntry, without any 
Maple tur remittances p arts. ma- 
nutactures, and even agriculture 
in their intancy, needing the kind 
and foſtering haad of an indul- 
gent pareat, and tne State want- 
ing funds to-give proper encou- 
ragement ; it therefore, taxation, 
while we are raifing a tund for the 
jupport ot government, can be fo 
regulated as to attain theſè ends; 
the difcovery will be ot the great- 
elt conſequence to the itate ; an 
attempes towards this is the object 
ot che prefenc eſſay, not that £ 
hope to preſent you with a pertect 
dyttem, but to excite others to a 
full and candid inveltigation ot 
tne ſubject. ; 

In tne proſecu tion of this plan 
it will be neceilary firft, to exa- 
mine the nature and operation of 
taxes, 

A tax conſtantly laid on any 
article of produce tends to raile 
the price of that article, but it che 
atticle cannet find a market at an 
advanced price, the production of 
that article is fo far difcouraged, 
A tax on articles employed in any 
manufacture, by railing the price 
of {uch articles, will conſeq uently 
raile the price of fuch manufac- 
ture, and this extends aot only to 
the materials of {uch manufacture, 
but to every kind ot proviſions 
neceflary for the ſupport of the 
manufacturers. Again, the price 
of provifions will have a great in- 
fluence in regulating the price of 
labour, tor the labouring poor will 
have wages ſulfictent to procure 
themlelves a maintenance or they 
wil not labour. Ihe poll or ca- 
pitation tax hkewiſe tends to raile 
the price of labour, for if you 
tae from the poor labourer who 
eam barely ſupport himſelt and fa- 
Mily by his iaduſtry, he will be- 
dome indolent, for Surely tew will 
be tound williag to labour unlels 
they can find cheir account in it; 
ail which will again raife the price 
Of manufactures, Theſe are che 
How but acveretailing tatal effects

Taxing the produce ot land gene- 
rally has a great effect on induſtry, 
tor the more induſtrious a man is, 
the more produce he raiſes, the 
deeper ne is taxed. 

Our taxes will not bear an exa- 
mination on the above prineiples; 
a little attention to the ſubje& 
will difcover that they are fo cans 
trived in almoſt every initance, as 
te Form a check on (kill, induitry 
and commerce, Improved lands,- 
polis, near’ cattle, hotles, {wine, 
and facuities of every kind, are 
the principal ſubjects of taxacion, 
Or theſe in their order, one great 
object of our policy ought to be 
to encourage tke cultivation of 
new lands, but for this the prapri- 
etor u immediately taxed, while the 
proprietor of unimproved tnou- 
lands is exempted trom the Dor- 
den. It could aot furely be tne 
intent of the legiflarure to ditcwu- 
rage cultivation, yes chia 13 clear. 
ly the coaleqwence. Of che poll 
tax ſufficient nas been obierved. 
Tune tax on live ſtock, beſide the 
inconvenience already mentioned 
in taxing produce, nas anotner 
more immediately telt oy an in- 
land ſtate depending oa foreign 
markets: For inſtance, a pair uf 
OX..1 are rated at eignt puunds, it 
cheretore they pay à tax or one 
thilling on cne pound they can- 
not be aarded without che addi- 
tion of eignt ihillings to che price, 
A heavy tax by cutting us out ot 
foreign markers, would ve equal 
to a prohibicion un the exporrauion 
of beef. Une effect of cne tax on 
Wine aa More ooiwrvaole thaa any 
other. Every twine of one year 
old and upwards ac the time of 
lifting which isun the moaca of 
‘June ia rated at one pound, to a- 
void this, tew’ people raile their 
{wine ot an age to be hited, I 
believe, I may fay, tons of pork 
leis annually are produced on tais 
account, 

A itranger to our fituation 
would juppofe.that we were jup. 
plied with our manutagtures and 
that i} was become aa object of 
policy to prevent their increafe, 
tor what elle could be che intent 
ot a tax impoted en every manu- 
facturer by an arbitrary eftimace in 
proportion to his {kill and induſt- 
ry? A more ready way to prevent 
the growth ot manufactures could 
not ve deviled. It has been pro- 
poled by tome, whe, I fear, have 
not well confidered the matter, to 
tax lawluits, articles of luxury, and 
merchandize. To rafe a reveaue 
irom lawiuits more than ſufflcient 
to jupport the couris of juſtice, 
would be unjuity at pas dy the 
plaintiff for his right to proſecute, 
IC ja repuguaat co tha prin etples 
of our ronſtuution; that juſtice 
fall be fold to no man. It to be 
retunded by the detendant, it

os, As to articles of luxury, tew 
among us have been abie to go

A tax of this kind would not pay 
the celle&ion, A tax on mer- 
chandize if intended to diſcou- 
rage too free an importation of 
foreign articles, and encourage our 
own manufactures might be well;

introduce. To difcover fecret 
importations 4 multiplicity of 
oaths would be neceſſary, and 
tnele'eatns to be taken by the ve~ 
ry perioas iatereited in conceal- 
ment, their oaths weuld tava be- 
come as proverbial as chofe of the 
cuitum houle.

A tax on land in general, ap- 
pears to me to be moit conſiſtent 


with che intereſt of the tace, and 


in every view the molt unexcepti- 
emble ot any; its product will 
eceahly afcertained ; its collecci · 
ou little expenſive, and the pre- 
portion readily known and provid. 
ed tor by each proprictor, 
iubject is permanent, and: to tar 
from being a difceuragement co 
induſtry, cuat the more the owner 
increales its value by cultivation, 
the more he increafes kis ftock, 
the iels will his rax be in propor- 
tion te nis intereit. But te this 
mode two principal objections 
have been made: That great in- 
juitice will often tage place in che 
Colivation, and that it will diſaffect 
great land-holders who live in 
other tates, . To che fir objec- 
tion 1 have heard it well ooferved, 
that it we have not v dum enowgn 
in governmeat to de juitice aad 
puriue the weit goad ot the itate, 
we ought mot to be zllowed co 
exercie the hand of oppreſſion.

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New granted. towns I+ imagine 
ought not in general, to be taxed 
under preſent cireumitances, The 
preprietors of old granted and o+ 
‘ther unorganized” towns, that it’ 
thould be thought expedient’ to 
tax, may, under the penalty of. ſe 
queftrarian, or in foe other mode 
be ebliged to make return co 
ſome proper officer, of the grans 
tees names of the ſeveral towns, 
their jeveral divifions and proprie- 
sary fales, which will alſo aſcertain. 
the undivided lands. By this 
means ] conceive the lales, if any 
ere neceflary, may be ie regulare 
as to remeve every cauſe cm- 
plaint, Belle, were this adoptech 
-asthe eftablithed-mode of taxati- 
on, land ewners would annually 
prepare themilelyes for payment 
fo that few fales would be neceſſa- 
ry. As to the ſesond ebjection, 
furely land ewners who live in 
other ftates cannot reafonably b 
unwilling to pay for the protection’ 
of their ptoperty here, chey can- 
not think it a hardſhip, to pay a; 
rateable proportion toward the 
ſuppart of government, in fuch s 
v tas will mot coaduce to th 
happinefs and profperity of th 
itate, and which at the fame time; 
will equally advance their own in- 
tereit. Hewevera wife and juſt 
policy would require an exempti- 
om, ef which ali owners of new 
lands might take advantage. 
would propole, as an encourage. 
ment to new fettlements, that the 
firſt ten perons lettling in a nen 
town ſhould be exempt from taxa- 
tion for a certain quantity ot land 
tor the term ‘ef ten years: ani 
that all other ſeitlers in any ne 
town, till they ſhould amount t 
fifty or fixty, be exempt for th 
term ef five years, or any Horte 
term, as ſhould be chought mo 
equal.“ A tax in this mode of te
